Theempioymeni situation of workers 16 to 24 years 
of age improved somewhat during the year ended in 
October 1977.^ The number with jobs rose by M 
million to 20.6 million, with the incr^e concen- ' 
trated among older workers not in school The num- 
ber of unemployed youth dropped by 280,000 over 
the year to 2.9 million, with most of the decrease also 
occurring among those no longer in school Unem^ 
ployment rates remained relatively high for students 
and for out-of-school youths, compared to those of 
persons 25 and older, but were generally lower than 
the peaks reached in October 1975. Blacks continued 
to^^have much higher unemployment rates than 
whites* 



Enrolled in school 

The*Jiumber of youth 16 to 24 enrolled in school 
was about the same in October 1977 as a year earlier 
(table I). The growth^in the student work force was 
pnmarily among those in high school, whose labor 
force participation rate rose nearly 2 percentage 
points over the year The labor force participation 
rate of wonjen^ enrolled in college full time also rose ^ 
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substantially^ while that of male students was un- 
changed. 

In all 6.3 million students were working in Octo- 
ber 1977, or 300,000 more than a year earlier This 
relatively modest increase accounted f^r about one- 
fourth of the overall rise in the number of employed 
youth from October 1976 to October 1977. The 
growth in employment among students was concen- 
trated among white teenagers, most of them in high 
school; the number of college students with jobs was 
unchanged. More young workers were employed in 
service indt^^es and in retail trade than in the pre- 
vious year*^ 

The numbers of unemployed high school an^ col- 
lege students and their unemployment rates were 
vinually unchanged over the year. As of October 
1977, students accounted for 33 percent of the unem- 
^ ployed workers 16 to 24^ about the same proportion 
^ in 1975, but a somewhat lower level than in the 
late 1960'sti 

Labor force participation rates for students have 
increased sharply over the past decade, rising about 
5 percentage points for men and 13 points For women 
(table 2). Over the same period, the average number 
of hours worked by high school and full-time college 
sttjdents ha$ also risen. Theje increases probably re- 
flect several developments. More students may need 
—or may prefer to have — their own ean\ings to sup- 
plement financial support^ received from family or

About the satrie^ proportions of men and women and 
of whites and blacks were enrolled (table 3). The ' 
relatively equai status of these groups in terms of 
college.^ntrance [Whe net result of ^3^0 converging 
trends. Sinc^ theendof the Vietnam war, the propor- 
tion of white men newly enrolled in college has 
drifted downward. Durfng the same period, the pro- ^ 
portions of women and blacks enrolling have risen 
substantially, perhaps in response to enhanced career 
opportunities for these groups. 

Labor force participatiop among youth newly enr " 
rolled iq college reached 44"^erfent iridOctober 1977, 
compared with 30 percent 10 yearJ'earlier This in- 
crease paralleled the increase in labofforce participa- 
tion among all students, Also, over the year, the 
proportion of first-year students attending c^llege^ 
part time rose to 10 percent. The labor force partici-- 
patron rate of part-time students was twice that of 
full-time students. 

Most of the 1.6 million new'high schobU graduates 
wh<> did not go on to college ^ere in the labor force 
in October 1977. Their labor focce participatiojiVate 
was aboiu double thai of their classmates enrolled in 
college, bikj^eir unemployment rate *t^.nol si^ifi> 
cant ly'^d iff erent. Many of the same f^Gtors which 
contribute to the high unemployment rate of* stu-^ , 
dents—lack of skills, limited job market information 
and possible transpoi|a^ion problems — also apply to 
out*of*schooI youth, eveiv though the latter are not 
limited t>y the constraints of crlassroom schedules. 

School dropouts ^ 

An estimated 820,CS)0 youths 16 to 24 had 
dropped out of elementary or high school between 
October 1976 and October 1977. They represented 
-about one-third of all dropouts or tiigh school gradu* 
ates who did not go on to coHege — roughly the same 
proportion as in each of the preceding 10 years. Close 
to half (46 percent) of the year*s dropouts were 16 or 
17 years old, a group with a historically low labor 
force rate and a high unemployment rate^ which no . 
4oubt reflect the limited education mA training of 
these young people, as well as other problems. The . 
labor force participation rate for recent dropouts in, 
October 1977, was 68.5 percent, somewhat higher 
than for the comparable group a year earlier. " □

THE ESTIMATES in thJls report are based on supplementary questions . in the October 1977 
Current Population Survey conducted and tabulated for the Bureau ^of Labor Statistics by^ 
the Bureau of the Census. Tfve basic labor force concepts^ sample design^ estimating 
methods and reliability of the data are described briefly in the following sections* \J 

nEFrNmo^^s awd explanations 

Population Coverage * Each nionth traijied interviewers collect information from a sample of 
about 56>000 occupied households located in 614 areas in 1>113 counties and independent 
cities^ with coverage in 50 States and the District of Columbia* The estimates for this 
r^ort include persons 16 to 34 years of age in the civilian noninstitutional populatipn 
in the calendar week ending October -15, 1977. The civilian noninstitutional population 
excl^udes all members of the Armed Forces and inmates of institutions. 

School Enroflment . ^T^e school enrollment statistics are based on replies to the enumerator's 
inquiry as to whether the person was enrolled in school. Enumerators are instructed to 
count as enrolled anyone who had been enrolled at any time during the current term or school 
year in day or night school in any type of public^ parochial > or other private school in 
the regular school system/ Such schools include elementary schools^ junior or seniqr high 
schools^ and colleges or universities*. Persons enrolled in special schools not in the - 
regular school system, such as trade schools or business colleges^ are not included in the 
enrollment figures* Persons enrolled in classes which do not require physical presence in 
school, such as correspondence courses or other courses of independent study and training ^ 
courses given direc^tly on the job> are not reported as enrolled in school. 

Full-Time and Part'-Time Enrollment in Colfege . A person is classified as enrolled in 
college full time if taking 12 hours of classes or ^ore during an average school week, a^d 
part time if taking fewer hours* 

High School Graduation Status . Persons who were not enrolled in school at the time of the 
survey were asked whether they had graduated from high school . Those who had graduated 
were asked when they completed their high school education* Persons who had not graduated^ 
that is> school dropouts, were asked when they last attended a regular school. Those who 
were enrolled in college at the time of the survey were also asked when they graduated from 
high school • 

Age . The age classification is based on the age of the person at last birthday. 

Race . The population ii divided into three groups on the basis of race: white> blacky and 
**other races/' The La^t category includes Indians^ Japanese^ Chinese^ and any other race 
except white and b*«k. Data in this report are for black only; data in earlier reports 
were for/*black and other/' , ' ' . \ 

Marital Status * Women are classified into three categories according to their m%ri\al 
status at the time o'f the interview:. Single;'married> husband present; and other marital 
status. A woman is classified as *'married> husband present" if her husband was reported 
as a member of the household even though he may have JD&en temporarily absent on business^ 
vacation, on a visit, o^r in a hospital* etc.* at the time of the interview. The term* 
"other marital status*' applies to women who are married with husband absent, widowed* or 
divorced. 
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Employed . Employed persons are all those who/during the survey week, (a) did any work* at 
all as paid employees or in.th^ir ow7;v business oi; profession, or on 'their own farm, or who 
worked IS hours or more as unpaid workers in an enterprise operated by a member of the 
' fajnlly, Or (b) did not work but had jobs or businesses froHLwhich they were temporarily 
absent becaose of illness, bad weathefj vacation, labor-mana^ment dispute, or/ for personal 
reasons, whether or not they were paid by their employers for\^eyime^off, a'nd -whether or 
not they were scej:ing other Jobs. 

Unemployed . Unemployed persons are all those who did not work during the survey week, made ■ 

specific efforts to find a job within the preceding '4 weeks, and were available for work 

or v^^uld have been available during the survey week except for temporary- il Iness . - Also 

included ti% unemployed ai*e those who did not work! at all, were available for work and

Duration of Unemployment . Duration of unemployment represents the length of time- (thrpugh 
the current survey week) during which persons classified as unemployed had been, continuously 
looking for work. Por persons on layoff, duration of "unemployment'represents the number of 
full weeks since the termination of their most recent employment. \ period of 2 we^ks or 
mOre during whicti a person was eniployed or ceased looking for work is considered to break 
the continuity of the present period of seeking work. 

Reasons Unemployed Perf;ons Looked for Work . Unemployed persons are classified in the 
followifig six groups based 6n the reasons they are jobless: (1) "On layoff" if they expect 
to be called back to work; (2) '*Lost job" if the job loss is permanent (these two groups 
are considered involuntarily uiiemployed} ; f5) "Quit job" if they ended their employment 
vo^luntarily; (4) "Left school*' if they graduated, qui't , or were expelled from school; j 
\i} "Wanted temporary work'* if they were looking for short-duration work, either full time 
Or part timej 'J}) "Other" includes persons who are looking for work for financial reasons, 
distcharge from the Vrmed Forces, or for other reasons not* included in any, of the above

Persons doing only incidental unpaid f^imily work fles^ 
than 17) hours; are classified as not in labor force. 

Occupation, Industry, and (-Ins^ of Korker . For tjie employed the data on occupation, 
industry, ^nd cla^i of worker refer to the job held' in the survey week. Persons with two 
jobs or more ire classified in the Job at which they worked the greatest number of hours 
in the survey week. fhe un<ifnployed are classified according tq tfieir latest full-t)rme 
civilinA ;ob lasting ^ weeks or more. ^ 

Ihe occupation and industry categories used here are those used in the I97u Census of 
Formulation* , llie class-of-worker hrenkdowri specifies ''wage and salary uorkers^,*' "sel.f- 
emplf^yed uorker^," and "unpaid family workers."
